President Samora Machcl of 
Mozambique, who led his Marxist 
nation through 11 crisis-ridden years 
it of independence, was killed when his 
' plane crashed into a rainswept South 
/^ African hillside. ■ 

.Marcelino dos Santos. No, 2 man in 
Mozambique's ruling Frellmo parly, 
said In a nationwide radio address 
that Machcl, 53. and other senior of- 
ficials died in the crash of the 
presidential plane Sunday night Just 
across the border in South Africa "In 
circumstances not yet clarified." 

South Africa said all but 10 of the 
39 people aboard were killed. . . . 

The first official confirmatton-by 
Machel’s government came more 
than 12 hours after dos Santos said 
In his first announcement on. the 
radio that the president's jet had 
not returned on schedule from Zam- 
bia. The radio played solemn music 
throughout the, day. 

He said Monday night that a CO-

The Soviet-built plane crashed 200 ' 
yards Inside South Africa's frontier 
with Mozambique about 30 miles 
south of this border town. -said the 
South African foreign minister.

N,, after 
thcy-rcsponded-lo a call for help 
from a woman at that address. * 

Qualls said the call was received 
at 1:17 a.m. Monday and officer 
Jim Munn went to the location 
given. He was met by a young boy. 
who ran from' the house and said 
that his father was in the house, 
armed with a rifle. Qualls said 
Brungnrd's wife and her daughter 
hud already fled the building. 

Two other city officers, Don 
Walden and Ron Roberson, went to 
the scene to assist Munn.- The first 
shot was fired as they approached 
the house. Qualls said, passing be-

MagisIraleSmilhmoore Myers. 

Myers -had — ordered - Dorr held 
without bond after finding he posed 
a danger to the community, and 
that he might flee. 

AUorneyMark Vovos argued that 
the federal case against Dorr is bas- 
ed solely on information supplied by 
Robert Pires. "who Is a convicted 
criminal and an admitted bomber.”
